Tue Astronomy Section will meet at 8 p.m., Wednesday, November 30, in 
the Student Lecture Room. The guest speaker will be Dr. Gerard F. Mulders, 
principal scientist of the Office of Naval Research in San Francisco. He will 
give an illustrated lecture titled “Recent Adyances in Astronomy-——The Crab 
Nebula and Radio Waves.” 

Dr. Mulders, who received his doctorate in astrophysics at the University 
of Utrecht, has specialized in photometry of the solar spectrum, and in detailed 
studies of Fraunhofer lines. He is a member of the International Astronomical 
Union, and it was at the recent meeting of this group in Dublin that the new 
discoveries he will present to the Astronomy Section were announced and 
discussed.

Tue reGuLAR Noyember meeting of the California Academy of Sciences will 
be held at 8:15 p. m., Tuesday, November 8, in the May Treat Morrison Audi- 
torium. Naturalist Walter H. Shackleton, an Audubon screen tour lecturer, will 
present a color film: 


“RHAPSODY IN BLUEGRASS” 


When Walter H. Shackleton retired from business in Louisville, in 1946, he 
settled on his nearby 200-acre tract in “Sleepy Hollow,” a land of Kentucky 
lakes, swamps, upland marshes, and deep woods. There he set up bird feeding 
stations and nesting boxes—and began shooting his first film footage, recording 
events in the lives of the small creatures attracted by his hospitality. In the film 
to be shown here he has ranged farther afield to show the chief glories of 
Kentucky: the magnificence of its meadows, woods, and mountains. 

Through the lens of his camera you will see the Bluegrass State’s scenic con- 
trasts—from lowlands of the west, through the famous bluegrass region, to the 
mountain gorges of the Appalachians in the east. Along the way he points out 
interesting things about the wildlife abounding within the state: Owls, with 
their “windshield wipers”; tiny termite-cating ring-necked snakes hatching from 
their eggs; remarkable paper-making wasps; a rare albino bullfrog; raccoons 
and flying squirrels, natural-born comedians of the woods; sleek thoroughbreds 
and their wobbly foals; old stone fences, ancient spring houses, and ante bellum 
mansions that are gems of classic architecture . . . these are the outdoor harmonies 


that make up “Rhapsody in Bluegrass.”

Aricionapos of the animal of the week feature of “Science in Action” were given 
a real treat October 17 when “Frilly,” an Australian frilled lizard, performed 
for KRON television cameras. Earlier the fierce looking little lizard had _per- 
formed in its best “Ill bite your head off” manner for newspaper photographers 
in the basement of Steinhart Aquarium. See our cover photo. 

According to Joseph R. Slevin, curator of herpetology, it was the first time 
to his knowledge that a live frilled lizard had been brought to this area, although 
they are quite common in yarious parts of Australia. Normally “Frilly” looks 
much like an ordinary lizard, but when alarmed it raises a stiff frilled collar 
around its neck. It also opens its mouth as wide as it can, displaying a wicked 
looking set of dentures. If pressed too far, however, “Frilly” takes off, running 
on its hind legs, kangaroo fashion. 

Dr. Earl S. Herald of Steinhart Aquarium attests though that “Frilly” is not 
all bluff. And he can show you a neatly corrugated right wrist to prove it.
